This  calendar,  if  approved,  will  r 
first  semester  before  Christmas  and  t 
early  May.  In  this  way  the  "lame  due 
after  Christmas  would  be  avoided, 

Hegistration  for  the  first  semester  would  be  Aug.  26,  27, 
and  30,  with  classes  starting  Sept.  1.  There  would  be  no 
Labor  Day  holiday,  but  the  Thanksgiving  break  would  span  5 
days.  The  semester  would  end  Dec.  23,  with  the  final  16th 
semester  week  reserved  for  final  exams. 

'  RegiBtratton  for  the  second  semester  would  be  Jan.  11,- 
12,  and  13,  with  classes  beginning  Jan.  17.  Spring  vacation 
would  be  from  April  1  to  April  9,  with  claases  resumiag-April 
10.  This  semester  would  end  on  May  13,  with  the  final  semes- 
ter week  reserved  for  exams.  Tentative  date  for  commence- 
ment would  be  May  19. 

Summer  school  registration  would  be  June  8,  9,  10,  with 
classes  starting  on  June  12  and  lasting  till  Aug. 4.  July4thi 
would  be  the  only  holiday  during  the  summer  session. 

During  the  lost  week  of  each  semester,  a  two-hour  time 
period  would  be  available  for  eochclass.  This  time  would  be 
used  for  final  exams,  a  last  non-comprehensive  exam,  a  regu- 
lor  class  meeting,  or  anything;  tor  which  the  instructor  desires 
to  use  it.  However,  no  instructor  would  be  allowed  to  give 
any  type  of  exam  ia  tbe  week  preceding  tbe  last  week  in  each 
semester,  jhis  calendar  is  still  tentative  and  awaiting 
ratification     by     the     teachers.
